Romulus City Council members have made them¬ 
selves very clear They expect to see more than a race¬ 
track developed by Magna Entertainment Corp. in the 
city. If the corporation fails to provide the proposed retail 
and mixed-use development, it may cost the developer 
$1.25 million. 

City council members approved a resolution Monday 
night clarifying their position regarding the development 
The track is to be built according to a Planned 
Development Agreement (PDA) with Magna 

The resolution states that a PDA Agreement and site 
plan must include either a provision for at least some 
meaningful portion of a mixed-use component of the 


development as part of the first phase of the project 

Special counsel for the City of Romulus Gerry Fisher 
believes this resolution to be in the best interest of the 
city itself. 

“We are looking for assistance from the city council to 
do two things,” said Fisher. “First we want to ensure that 
we are doing what we can to protect the city’s interest and 
second to provide guidance so we can move forward with 
negotiations on a PDA agreement and plan.” 


Fisher said that negotiations have stalled dealing with 
the mixed-use component of the development 

Attorneys representing Magna were also present at the 
council meeting and disagreed with Fisher on the need 
for a resolution. 

“We believe that there is no basis for a resolution,” said 
Magna counsel. “What is proposed in what was identified 
as phase LA the race track, the 165,000 square feet enter¬ 
tainment pavilion and the office research and develop¬ 
ment building which is 33,000 square feet expandable to 
60,000 square feet meets the requirements.” 

The attorneys representing Magna went on to remind 
the council that in the study session Sept 17, an agree¬ 
ment was made with present council members that any

Last Fhiday was quite a treat for 4-year-old 
Marc Grant 

The youngster enjoyed all the visitors who 
came to see him at Romulus Cily Hall and he 
smiled and giggled most of the day. 

Marc’s parents, Romulus Police Ofc. Michael 
Grant and his wife, Jeannine, were equally 
happy to see those who came to the community 
center in the building, but for different reasons. 

The event was a blood drive for Marc who 
suffers from a rare physical condition, and faces 
a 12-hour open heart surgery. Marc suffers from 
a duplication on the short arm chromosome 
number 17, a region encompassing more than 30 
genes. Marc was recently in Texas for evaluation 
when doctors detected the severe defect in his 
heart and determined that a replacement of his 
aorta is necessary to save his life. 

Several Romulus residents gave blood in an 
effort to help. 

“I have a son too,” said Joyce Clay, secretary 
for the Romulus chief of police. “I would hope 
that people would help me son if he needed it” 

Clay also commended the Grants for the way 
they have dealt with Marc’s conditioa 

“Mike is a dedicated father, that is obvious. 



Mayor Alan Lambert attended the Marc Grant 
blood drive Oct. 24 to offer his support to the 
family. Marc and his mom, Jeannine, were in 
good spirits as many Romulus residents made 
their way to the blood drive to donate blood.

Police standoff ends peacefully

The investigation into the 
theft of two pitbulls from the 
Romulus Animal Shelter early 
this month is ongoing 

According to Romulus police, 
a breaking and entering at the 
shelter occurred sometime 
between 5 p.m. Oct 8 and 9 am. 
Oct. 9. During 
the break-in the 
two pitbulls 
were stolen. 

The dogs 
were being held 
with three 
other pitbulls 
still at the shel¬ 
ter. All five dogs 
are part of a 
case involving 
dog fighting, 
police said. 

On Aug. 29, Romulus police 
officers received an anonymous 
tip from a neighbor saying that 
there was a dog being abused at 
the residence of Christopher 
Floyd, a 23-year-old Romulus 
resident 

Police officers responding to 
the call immediately contacted 
the Romulus Animal Control 
Officer 

“When we went out there, the 
responding officers could tell 
that something wasn’t right” said 


Det Sgt Mike Smith. 

Animal control officers 
arrived on the scene and deter¬ 
mined the resident was prepar¬ 
ing for a dog fighting ring, police 
said. 

“They had the equipment for 
a ring already there,” said Smith. 

At that time all five pitbulls 
were taken into custody. 

Floyd was arrested on a war¬ 
rant in another 
matter and 
then released. 
A warrant was 
then issued on 
charges of pos¬ 
sessing equip¬ 
ment and 
devices for 
fighting ani¬ 
mals, a felony 
in the State of 
Michigan 
Floyd is 
scheduled to appear in court this 
week. If he is found guilty it will 
be his fourth felony, which brings 
with it a four-year sentence. 

Anyone with information 
regarding the whereabouts of the 
two stolen pitbulls is asked to 
contact the Romulus Police 
Department at (734) 941-8400 as 
soon as possible. 

Police said that these dogs are 
extremely dangerous and any¬ 
one coming in contact with the 
animals should use caution

A 44-year old Romulus woman 
accused of firing shots from her 
apartment complex Friday, Oct 
24 was taken into custody after a 
two-hour standoff with Romulus 
police officers. 

“It was a domestic situation,” 
said DeL SgL Mike Smith of the 
Romulus Police Department 

The woman, whom police sus¬ 
pect was drinking heavily, was 
arguing with her boyfriend when 
neighbors and the landlord 
heard what they believed to be 
shots fired from the apartment 


The landlord called police when 
he heard the loud noise. 

When police arrived there 
was a rifle hanging out of a bro¬ 
ken window in the apartment. 
The woman also had a pistol in 
her possession, police said. 

However, police do not 
believe that she ever actually 
fired the weapons. 

“We think it was her breaking 
the window out that people 
heard and mistook for shots,” 
said Smith 

The woman’s boyfriend was 
safe in a police car and watched 
the event unfold. 

The woman climbed out of the 


window onto the roof of the 
building, relinquished both 
weapons. She talked with police 
for two hours before she was 
apprehended by a team of offi¬ 
cers who had climbed onto the 
roof behind her. 

Police discovered that she had 
cut at least one of her wrists dur¬ 
ing the incident 

“It was a superficial wound,” 
said Smith. 

The woman was taken into 
custody and transported to a 
local hospital for a 24-hour psy¬ 
chiatric evaluation. 

No charges have been filed at 
this time.

More than 40,000 men and 
women nationwide will die of 
breast cancer this year. 
Statewide, 7.500 Michigan 
women will be diagnosed with 
the disease and 1,400 will die. 
Statistics like this prompted 
members of the Romulus Senior 
Citizens Center to do something 
to help fight the disease. 

They chose to walk in the 
sixth annual “Making Strides 
Against Breast Cancer” event 
Oct 11 on Belle Isle 

Eight senior citizens from 
Romulus, five of whom are can¬ 
cer survivors, put on their walk¬ 
ing shoes and made their way to 
the event with more than $2,000 
of sponsorship money in hand. 

“We raised all that money 
with only eight walkers,” said 
Linda Norman, senior coordina¬ 
tor for the City of Romulus. “That 
is such an accomplishment 
alone.” 

One of the walkers, Alice 
Gilbert a 71-year old resident of 
Romulus, participated in the 
walk for the first time. Gilbert a 
breast cancer survivor herself. 


felt that it was an important 
cause 

“They had a breakfast about a 
month before the walk to get 
things started,” said Gilbert “At 
that breakfast breast cancer sur¬ 
vivors talked and told their sto¬ 
ries and that was really special.” 

Norman, who also attended 
the breakfast said, “It hit home. It 
makes you realize all the people 
around you that have or have had 
some type of cancer and it makes 
you want to do something to 
help.” 

Gilbert, who has degenerative 
arthritis in her hips, was deter¬ 
mined to walk the full 5 miles. 

“I had an obligation,” said 
Gilbert “We have so many peo¬ 
ple we know that have had their 
lives touched by cancer in some 
way. It was important" 

When Gilbert began the walk, 
she tried to stay at a comfortable 
pace, but by the first water sta¬ 
tion she began to slow down. 

“She was going at such a fast 
pace,” said Norman. "We kept 
trying to tell her to slow down, 
but she just kept going.” 

As Gilbert continued to walk 
she used two canes to assist her 
and was cheered on by Boy 


Scouts and Girl Scouts encourag¬ 
ing the walkers from the side¬ 
lines. 

“I didn’t think she was going to 
make it,” said Norman. “She was 
ringing with sweat” 

It was not an easy accomplish¬ 
ment for her, but after two hours 
she crossed the finish line and 
felt good about what she had 
done. 

“I had taken that money from 
my sponsors and I was going to 
walk across that finish line,” said 
Gilbert “It was worth it” 

All but two of the other 
seniors made it to the finish line. 

“We were really impressed 
with the cross section of people 
that showed up for the event,” 


said Norman. “There were lots of 
young people, people with 
babies, lots of men, but not a lot 
of seniors.” 

More than 7,400 survivors, 
families, friends and co-workers 
from file Detroit area participat¬ 
ed in the event that generated in 
excess of $665,000 for breast can¬ 
cer research and local education 
and support programs. 

“I hope it moves people to get 
involved to support this cause,” 
said Gilbert “I really enjoyed it” 

Making Strides Against Breast 
Cancer has been the American 
Cancer Society rallying cry to 
raise awareness and dollars to 
fight breast cancer since 1993. 
This noncompetitive walk has 


quickly become the largest com¬ 
munity event in support of breast 
cancer research in the United 
States with 400,000 people hi 90 
cities participated in 2003. To 
date, the event has generated 
more than $104 million, helping 
to make the American Cancer 
Society the largest private source 
of funding for breast cancer 
research in the world. 

“Cancer is not prejudiced,” 
said Norman. “It doesn’t care 
how old you are or what your 
race or gender are, these people 
are so supportive of each other 
and they are there for each other. 
We hope more people get 
involved in the walk for next 
year”

“This is only the second time I 
have ever given blood in my life,” 
said Webb.

You just look at him and you 
can’t help but do anything you 
cam” 

Throughout the day, a steady 
flow of residents donated blood 
to help the family. 

“It is a thank you from the 
family and the Red Cross for the 
blood that Marc has used and 
will use,” said Sandra Gool, the 


chaige nurse at the blood drive 
from the Red Cross. 

The blood that was donated 
will go to the Red Cross 
Headquarters to be tested and 
then shipped to hospitals in 
Southeastern Michigan. 

“People need to realize that 
one unit of blood can help save 
the lives of three people,” said 
Gool. “That is a good reason to 
give blood.” 

“I think all of these people are 
a blessing from God,” said 
Jeannine Grant “I want to thank 
all of these people for taking 
time out of their day to come 
down and donate.

additional uses on the site would 
be market driven.

Volunteer honored for educational 
work with animals and children

Bob Thome of Belleville is a man deter¬ 
mined to make a difference. 

His mission is to make his community a 
better place. And one of the many volun¬ 
teer efforts included in his long list of com¬ 
munity service involved helping people 
better understand the world we live in by 
understanding animals and being able to 
live more comfortably with their pets. 

Thome left his position as an executive 
of the auto industry three years ago to 
open Petland in Novi, a pet store located 
inside Twelve Oaks Mall. Soon afterward 
he began volunteering to bring animals to 
schools, day care centers and nursing 
homes to educate people about pet care. 

The initiative is called the ABC of Pets 
Program. It has visited countless cities 
across the state, including Northville, 
Southfield, Livonia and Royal Oak. This

week, Thorne visited 
the Ronald McDonald 
House in Detroit for the 
first time to bring ani¬ 
mals to sick children 
and their families. 

“I purchased the 
store in order to make a 
difference for people 
and pets,” Thome said. 

Thome said when he 
bought the store he 
knew that a lot of misun- 
derstanding and fear 
influences how people treat animals. He 
often brings a variety of animals with him 
on trips, such as a puppy, rabbit, snake and 
a bird, and gives people a chance to touch 
them and lose their fear 

Many children he meets are afraid of 
puppies, Thome said. Often parents will 
unintentionally install the fear of dogs in 
children in order to protect them from get¬ 
ting hurt He said he wants to break the 
mentality many people have toward ani¬ 
mals, such as the idea of getting a rake 
when a snake is found in the back yard, he 
said. 

“Making a difference for younger chil¬ 
dren in their social development is very 
important to me,” Thome said. 

Thome said he used to help his own 
children get over their fear of insects when 
they would find a spider on the ceiling. 
When the children would ask him to kill it 
he would say, “That’s my friend Henry.” 
He then would gently take the spider off 
the ceiling and say, “Come on Henry. You’ll 
have to go outside for now because the 
kids are afraid of you.” This would help 
them be less afraid of insects and other 
animals, Thome said. He often witnesses 
children experience the same kind of 
breakthrough when they pet an animal for 


Thorne recently visited Berger 
Elementary School in Garden City, which 
is for autistic children. He said he was 
amazed by how the children responded to 
the animals. 

“It’s just amazing to me how the ani¬ 
mals get to the kids while other people 
cannot,” Thome said. 

When visiting a school, Thome said he 
instructs children on ways to care for their 
pets in an age-appropriate manner. He 
offers this same instruction at his pet 
store. Petland is the only store in Michigan 
that will spay or neuter a dog or cat bought 
from the store for free, Thome said. The 
store offers socialization and training 
classes, as well as three free veterinarian 
visits and 60 days of health care coverage 
for dogs and cats, he said. 

“We’re doing community service every 
day by teaching people about their pets,” 
Thome said. 

Throne has a long history of communi¬ 
ty service. He often 
speaks at Rotary and 
Kiwanis club meetings 
as a motivational speak¬ 
er, and has coached t- 
ball teams for more 
than 18 years. Thome is 
also very active with the 
Van Buren School 
District He served as a 
camp counselor for the 
Belleville High School 
Marching Band and 
often helps the band 
boosters. He helped lead the millage 
effort in 1999 to rebuild Rawsonville and 
Edgemont Elementary schools and to 
build a media center for Elwell and 
Haggerty elementary schools. Thome also 
participated in the facilities assessment 
team that helped the district evaluate the 
needs of its educational facilities. 

Thorne said he has helped to raise 
more than $1 million for those in need of 
organ transplants, and is a founding board 
member of the CAF34 Community 
Assistance Foundation for the 34th 
District Court The program helps strug¬ 
gling families afford prescription medi¬ 
cines needed by their children. 

“I’m not a club joiner, but I’m very 
active in the community,” Thome said. 

“There are a lot of people that quietly 
take care of other people in the communi¬ 
ty” 

Thome has been honored so far this 
year with four awards for community ser¬ 
vice, including a Certificate of Special 
Recognition from Wayne County Regional 
Education Service, the Quest Award, and 
the Belleville Chamber of Commerce 
Member of the Year. Petland was also 
named the Retail Store of the Year by the 
Pet Products News for outstanding com-

In the City of Wayne 

Voters in the City of Wayne face a difficult choice on Tuesday, when 
they’ll select the city council members for the next several years. 

It promises to be a difficult time for the city as officials grapple with 
the possibility of reduced state shared revenue and increased cutbacks 
that a declining income would mandate. The decisions made during 
the next few years probably won’t be easy ones and they won’t be uni¬ 
versally popular 

That’s why it’s encouraging to see such a strong pool of candidates. 
Voters will have a choice of five solid candidates for city council, in Bob 
Dickerson. Don Hartford, Ed McMurray, Susan Rowe and Beverly 
Shackelford, and two for mayor in Abdul “Al” Haidous and James 
Netter, candidates that range from incumbents to new faces to vocal 
critics and long-time activists. 

We think the best choices for the three open city seats are incum¬ 
bents Don Hartford and Bob Dickerson along with relative newcomer 
Susan Rowe. Abdul “Al” Haidous has earned the right to continue as 
mayor 

It wasn’t an easy choice for city council. Each candidate brings 
something unique to the table and all are qualified in their way. We like 
McMurray’s dedicated involvement in volunteer activities before he 
got involved in politics. He has shown a deep knowledge of and caring 
for the community through his involvement with the Friends: People 
helping People project He would also be a strong voice for the neigh¬ 
borhoods south of Michigan Avenue, where he lives. 

Likewise. Shackleford has been a solid, if silent presence on the 
council and would no doubt serve the community well if re-elected. 

Hartford is in some ways a political newcomer. Appointed to the 
council last year, he still has a fresh perspective on Wayne politics. He 
is clearly dedicated to the city, though. We like his ideas to promote a 
walkable downtown and to encourage homeowners to upgrade their 
homes by providing incentives from the city and through tighter use of 
the blight ordinance.

On Nov. 4. Inkster voters will be asked to vote on a comprehensive 
revision to the city charter. If voters approve such a revision, nine of 
the 12 people seeking terms on a new charter commission will be 
responsible for conducting research to formulate an updated char¬ 
ter. In an ideal world, the end result would provide the city with a 
modernized blueprint by which government is operated - a guide¬ 
line by which municipal business is conducted. 

Much has been made about the possible impact of such changes 
to the charter According to several of the commission candidates, 
the conversion from a council-city manager form of government to a 
“strong mayor” seems to be the main issue nine members of a char¬ 
ter commission would determine. Several candidates have 
expressed, in private, uncertainty regarding the motivation of the

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City needs plan, not map 


In many ways the Cool Cities Initiative proposed 
by Gov. Jennifer Granholm and undertaken by 
about 60 cities throughout the state is about 
momentum. 

It’s a difficult budget time for nearly everyone, 
and it’s a good way to brainstorm ideas and have 
projects poised to move forward when the economy 
rebounds or to help it rebound. 

Cities need momentum. 

The City of Wayne has been gathering momen¬ 
tum for several years, although the budget con¬ 
straints of last year put it slightly into check. Word is 
spreading about the town, though, and more and 
more people have expressed an interest and put 
forth ideas to help transform the city into the 
vibrant place it can be. Downtown revitalization is a 
word that has been bandied about for decades - 
almost since the urban renewal project turned 
Michigan Avenue into a highway and separated the 
downtown area into the current state - and it’s 
slowly taking shape. 

The Cool Cities Task Force in Wayne managed to 
keep the momentum, even though a week went by 
between meetings. When we all got together again 
last Wednesday, the same spark was there; people 
expounded on their previous ideas, added more 
and moved forward. 

They even managed to keep their momentum 
despite the arrival and brief - for him - speech of 
State Rep. John Stewart (R-Plymouth) who stopped 
by on another map-distributing errand and talked 



about all the events at which 
he’ll be the keynote speaker At 
least I think that’s what he talked about I recorded 
it but even when I listened to it later I couldn’t 
make heads or tails of it Maybe I was just tired. 

Don’t get me wrong, I appreciate a state official 
who visits his district and such. It’s just that this was 
supposed to be a local initiative, something that 
came from the residents as a way to get more peo¬ 
ple involved in their community. The last thing I, or 
many of the other people in the room, wanted to 
hear was rambling, barely coherent pre-re-election 
campaign rhetoric from a person I never associate 
with the word ‘cool.’ 

But I digress. 

The question now, since the task force has 
wrapped up discussions and come up with so many 
ideas that city staffers will be hard pressed just to 
condense them into something for presentation to 
the Wayne City Council, is where will the momen¬ 
tum take us? 

If there’s one direction I would hope, one thing 
that would come out of the task force, it’s that the 
City of Wayne should revisit and update their mas¬ 
ter plan. 

I was appalled to learn that that hadn’t hap¬ 
pened since the 1970s and surprised that none of 
the candidates for council brought it up during 
their campaigns. That’s the best thing they can do to 
help keep the momentum going - develop a plan to 
get us there.

Warner Jolly was the oldest brother, Gary the 
youngest Two wild and crazy guys long before Steve 
Martin created the comedy skit on Saturday Night 
Live. 

It was the 1960s and the Jolly boys held court at a 
suburban Milwaukee cocktail lounge and restau¬ 
rant named—of course, ‘Jolly’s.” It was a joint like 
“Cheers’ where the regulars told jokes and stories, 
drank, gambled and laughed at lot 

I was reminded of life—and death—on a recent 
visit home. 

Woody Welch and I worked as disc jockeys at 
WISN Radio, just down a country road from Jolly’s. 
Pretty much each evening we’d stop for a pop. 

I can still see Warner, all 5-feet 6-inches of roly- 
poly, rowdy man slamming an empty shot glass on 
the bar and laughing insanely as he wiped a dribble 
of whiskey from his chin. He’d yell something 
about life being great and pour another 

“You’re gonna’ die of cirrhosis of the liver,” 
someone would inevitably say, and Wamer’d always 
reply that by the time he was 40, they’d have an arti¬ 
ficial liver to transplant 

I can’t remember if Warner made it to 40 years 
old. If he did, he wasn’t much past 40 when he died. 



The preciousness of life has 
a price. 

It was an interesting family, 
the Jolly family.. kind of bizarre really. The father, 
Al—after tipping one too many toddies— missed a 
turn and rolled his new Cadillac a few times 
through a field. 

Al struggled free from the wreckage—just before 
it blew up—(kidding) and walked a mile or so back 
to the bar. Warner and Gary thought it was hilari¬ 
ous. 

The real claim to fame for the Jolly family came 
when Jayne Mansfield a voluptuous, platinum 
blonde movie star came to Milwaukee. 

A tragedy occurred one blustery aftemooa The 
buxom bombshell’s dog died. The only pet ceme¬ 
tery around in those days was Thistlerose run by 
Eleanor Jolly. Poochie, or whatever the mutt’s 
name was, was planted and the wake was held at 
the lounge. A good time was had by all. . .except 
Poochie, of course. 

Gary was wilder than Warner when it came to 
trying new and dangerous things. He started flying

driving force behind the push for a revision, Mayor 
Hilliard Hampton. 

Let’s set the mayor aside for a moment 

Though we have concerns about the time frame 
available to explore revising the charter (the 
Michigan Municipal League recommends 18 
months; there are only 10 months until the 
September 2004 primary) and the cost of revising 
the charter, we are lending tentative support to 
revise the charter 

Some charter commission candidates have stat¬ 
ed publicly that the existing charter is holding the 
city back; that it is outdated. After examining the 
charter, it’s clear that it is nowhere near as outdat¬ 
ed as some would like voters to believe. Provisions 
are in place to make sure a council member repre¬ 
sents each area of the city because they are elect¬ 
ed by district 

It prohibits elected officials from conducting 
professional business with city entities to make 
sure bid processes are fair and equitable. Those 


are protections that should be included in any 
charter 

Still, one has to wonder how some retired 
police officers and civilian employees are getting 
by on as little as $600 a month. 

In terms of reversing the form of government 
we still believe that a strong mayor form of govern¬ 
ment would be cost prohibitive for the city. City 
managers are generally less expensive; and if the 
economy remains stagnant, a strong mayor would 
be an unjustifiable expense. 

Most cities revise their charters about eveiy 25 
years, and the City of Inkster owes the citizenry at 
least a review of the charter It would be arrogant 
to expect city residents to live in a vacuum. 

Voters will decide on the whole revision in 2004. 
It’s in everybody’s interest that political interests 
be set aside. We’re also hoping the commission if 
impaneled, will put a cap $25,000 cap on commis¬ 
sion expenditures. Two years ago, Ypsilanti 
revised their charter at a cost of only $18,000. 

We urge citizens to vote yes on the question of a 
city charter revision in Inkster.

youth. He’s served for 12 years and accomplished 
many of the things he set out to do when he first 
campaigned for office at the tender age of 26. His 
leadership is still an important facet of city politics, 
too. There are times when the board as a whole 
seems to hesitate and it’s only the opinion or action 
of Dickerson or Councilman Tom Kelly who get 
things moving again. It’s clear that the other council 
members are more comfortable with their own deci¬ 
sions after they hear his input He will no doubt con¬ 
tinue to serve the community well. 

We do have a concern with his performance, 
though. His daytime job as a deputy chief in the 
Wayne County Sheriff Department is a time-consum¬ 
ing one that has translated into a few absences at 
city meetings. We hope to see him attend the meet¬ 
ings more regularly, as has been the case recently. 

Rowe earned our endorsement because of her 
experience in politics in Madison Heights as well as 
her willingness to serve on the Zoning Board of 
Appeals in Wayne, arguably one of the most thank¬ 
less roles in local municipal government We like 
her approach to that role, with her willingness to go 
out to the various sites and get a real feel for the 
issues involved before she makes her decisions. We 
hope it will translate well to her role on the city 
council. A relative newcomer to the city, she has 
plenty of history to drew on through her husband, 
Ed, a former city councilman. We also think her 
position in the government relations department at 
the University of Michigan in Dearborn will be a 
good match for the council, too. 

Haidous for Mayor 

Abdul “Al” Haidous has earned the right to be re¬ 
elected as mayor A resident for more than 30 years, 
he has a deep love of the community and its resi¬ 
dents. 

Haidous is passionate about his town and efforts 
to revitalize it, a project that has been admittedly 
slow going We like his willingness to listen to resi¬ 


dents, no matter how critical they may be. We like 
his openness and accessibility, and his acknowledge¬ 
ment that the politicians, staff and residents all need 
to work together to make the city a better place. He 
has helped foster development in the downtown 
area through residential developments, which he 
thinks is the key to downtown revitalization and he 
has provided a strong voice as the city tried to main¬ 
tain services through severe budget cuts. He will 
continue to be a good ambassador for the City of 
Wayne. 

Netter has been low key throughout the election 
season, but he has paid attention to the issues. He 
has some good ideas - like the formation of a 
Human Relations Committee to look into the han¬ 
dling of‘hate crimes’ and citizen complaints against 
the police department.

He died as his mother 
watched. . .died right there at 
Thistlerose Pet Cemetery, a few 
yards from where Jayne 
Mansfield dog was buried.

Others in atten¬ 
dance: Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Interim Public Safety 
Director Smolen, Environmental Director Swallow, Water and Sewer Director Duha, 
Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience of twenty (20). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Payne moved, Budd seconded to approve the agenda as 
amended moving the Growth Works Presentation to follow the “Approval of 
Agenda”. Carried. 

Growth Works representatives gave a presentation of the Wayne County Delinquency 
Program as it relates to youth in Van Buren Township and Western Wayne County. 
The chairman of the Juvenile Justice Program and Belleville Mayor Tom Fielder dis¬ 
cussed the importance of this program. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved. Hart seconded to open the public hearing to con¬ 
sider the 2003 Amended General Fund Budget and the 2004 Proposed General Fund 
Budget. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing stating the Charter Township Act requires 
charter townships to have an approved, balanced budget for the next fiscal year prior 
to November 1st and that the budget presented is a balanced budget. Supervisor King 
further stated the budget process takes six months beginning in June, with Treasurer 
Budd notifying all Department Directors to start compiling necessary documents for 
amendments to the current year budget and to prepare for the next fiscal year budget 
that begins in January. Treasurer Budd thanked the Directors and the Board for their 
efforts in preparing the 2003 Amended and 2004 Proposed General Fund Budgets. 
She stated the Budget before the Board is balanced and expenditures for the 2003 
Amended Budget are $10,236,794 and the 2004 Proposed expenditures are 
$10,832,260. Treasurer Budd requested that items A-F outlined in her memo dated 
October 8, 2003, be a part of the motion for the budget approval. 

Supervisor King stated the 2003 General Fund budget was originally set at 
$10,553,539 and the current amended 2003 budget is set at $10,236,794. The pro¬ 
posed 2004 General Fund budget reflects a five percent increase and is set at 
$10,832,260. The budget reflects allocating 34% of the General Fund Revenue for 
Public Safety services, which include Police, Fire, Emergency Dispatch, Emergency 
Management and Animal Control. The budget includes revenue streams such as the 
property taxes homeowners pay to the township, excluding the 6 mills for water and 
sewer debt. Tax revenue is budgeted at $629,000 for 2003, and $682,000 for 2004. 
This tax revenue is used for general operations of the Township. In addition. 
Supervisor King reviewed other revenue streams as follows: Public Safety Revenue 
generated from the 3-mill renewal of the Public Safety Millage is $1.9 million for 
2003 and $2.2 million for 2004. State Shared Revenue amounts are to be reduced by 
7 percent in the 2003 budget and a 9 percent reduction is budgeted for 2004 due to 
declining revenues from the State of Michigan. The Parks and Recreation revenue 
lines have increased to over $100,000. Supervisor King noted Fund Balance provides 
an additional revenue stream with transfers of $493,000 from the Reserved Fund 
Balance, $755,000 from the Unreserved Fund Balance and a transfer $2 million from 
the Landfill Fund for the 2004 proposed budget. The budget sets forth line items for 
expenditures for each department and explanations of designated fund balance. She 
further stated wage increases for salaried employees are set at 3 percent for 2004. 
Supervisor King discussed the Public Safety Department goals and objectives and the 
department’s funding sources, which include setting aside 33.6% of General Fund 
Revenue; 50% of the guaranteed landfill gate yard fees and the Public Safety Millage. 
Public Safety comprises about 46% of the entire General Fund Budget. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Hart moved, Rochowiak seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Herman moved, Payne seconded to open the public hearing to consider the 2003 
Amended Special Revenue Fund Budgets and the 2004 Proposed Special Revenue 
Fund Budgets. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Treasurer Budd for an expla¬ 
nation. Treasurer Budd stated the following are the Special Revenue Funds: 
Community Development Block Grant (CDBG), Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA), French Landing Improvement Project, Capital Improvement Fund, Federal 
Forfeiture Fund, State Forfeiture Fund, Landfill Fund, Belleville Area Museum, E- 
911 Service Fund, Hannan Road Special Assessment District and Bemis Road Special 
Assessment District. The French Landing Improvement Project has been completed 
and has a balance of $15,000 and suggested this balance be transferred into the 
General Fund. In addition, she stated the Hannan Road Special Assessment District 
has been completed and has a balance of $1,200 and suggested this balance also be 
transferred into the General Fund. Treasurer Budd requested that items A through D 
as noted in her October 8th memo be referenced in any motion made regarding the 
budgets. They are: revenue in excess of expenditures shall revest to Fund Balance; 
fiscal year items not expensed and those not specifically reserved will revert to net 
income; adoption of the Budget is by department total and finally the October 21, 
2003, approval supersedes prior resolutions. 

Supervisor King stated the estimated 2004 Capital Improvement Fund Balance is 
$400,000. State and Federal Forfeiture Funds are tied to Public Safety and state and 
federal law restrict their uses. The Museum Fund began with three communities Van 
Buren Township, City of Belleville and Sumpter Township and noted that Sumpter 
Township has not provided funding for some time and this is affecting the fund bal¬ 
ance. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 
Payne moved, Hart seconded to close the public hearing. Carried

offered at Romulus library

The Romulus Public Library began a 
series of babysitting workshops last 
Thursday. 

The eight-week course will continue from 
6 until 8 p.m. each Thursday and will provide 
children and young adults the knowledge to 
be successful babysitters. 

Nancy Lambert, the instructor will give 
participants a wide view of child develop¬ 
ment in order to better prepare them for any 
situation that may arise. 

“We want the kids to be prepared and 
have the knowledge to deal with situations 
that come up while babysitting,” said 
Lambert “Kids need to know kids.” 

Last week, the class dealt with expecta¬ 
tions and interviews. Class members dis¬ 
cussed their expectations of babysitting and 
Lambert explained the expectations parents 
have of them. Students also participated in a 
mock interview process. Lambert explained 
and prepared the youngsters for interview¬ 
ing for a babysitting job. 

Tonight the class will discuss infant and 
toddler development Lambert will stress 
what children of this age are able to do, both 
mentally and physically. She will go through 
the developmental stages and detail differ¬ 
ent activities that children of this age are 
able to perform. 

Next week, the class will focus on 
preschool and school age children. Again, 
stressing the developmental capabilities of 
children at this age. 

The fourth week will spotlight the basic 
needs of children of any age. 

“Things such as bathing, feeding and 
sleep schedules,” said Lambert. “These 
things are obviously very important when 
babysitting.” 

In the fifth week, the police and fire 
department will attend the class to provide 
information on safety issues. 

The sixth week brings the issue of disci¬ 
pline. Lambert is very strict on this topic.

“There are only three stages a babysitters 
can take in discipline,” said Lambert. 
“Avoidance, distraction and time-out” 

Lambert will teach the class that they 
should avoid situations where children 
might find trouble, for example don’t leave 
the candy sitting on the table where the child 
could reach it Distraction involves simply 
finding something else to interest the child. 
The final stage of time-out allows the child to 
consider their actions. 

In the seventh week, the class members 
will create their own book to bring to homes 
where they are babysitting to entertain small 
children. 

“The book has something fuzzy, shiny, 
prickly, etc...,” said Lambert “It is also a 
make-up week, so if there is anything the 
kids don’t understand, I can explain it fur¬ 
ther.” 

The final week is the test to see how much 
the participants have learned throughout the 
course. 

“This week, the class will run it by them¬ 
selves and I will observe, v said Lambert 
‘They will bring a child with them to class 
and entertain that child for the duration of 
the class. It is lots of fun.” 

At the end of the course, participants will 
receive a certificate stating that they com¬ 
pleted the course. 

“It is great to train kids and it is nice for 
them to know what to do if something should 
happen while they are babysitting,” said 
Preet Samra, youth services librarian at the 
Romulus Public Library. 

It is recommended that children in the 
course be at least in the sixth grade. 
Registration is required and there is a $5 fee.

Mobile dental care serves area children

Three-year-old Ken Dada 
learned last week that he is an 
absolutely normal little boy, with 20 
perfect baby teeth lined up like lit¬ 
tle soldiers. 

Dada learned this about a half 
hour after the big, pearly white 
truck stopped in front of 
Stottlemeyer Elementary School in 
Westland last Wednesday. He, and 
about 30 other 3-year-old 
Headstart students, survived their 
first trip on board the Wayne 
County Health Department Mobile 
Dental Unit 

Started six ago when David 
Repasky, DDS, and the Wayne 
County Dental Program retained 
grant funding to convert an under¬ 
utilized immunization van into a 
traveling dental office, the Mobile 
Dental Unit serves children whose 
parents might not have the 
resources to schedule regular den¬ 
tal visits for their childrea The van 
is equipped with everything found 
in a modem office. 

Repasky said the Mobile Dental 
Unit fills a gap with which many 
parents with children enrolled in 
Headstart struggle — even if they 
have dental insurance, regular 


dental visits often get pushed to the 
bottom of the to-do list 

“There are a lot of reasons par¬ 
ents might not take their child to 
the dentist when they’re this age (3 
or 4 years old),” Repasky said. 
“Transportation is often a problem. 
Parents sometimes also figure that 
these are all baby teeth that will be 
lost anyway. What they might not 
realize is that the baby teeth are 
there to make sure permanent 
teeth come in properly.” 

If time and transportation are 
problems, accessibility is another, 
Repasky said. 

“There just aren’t that many 
dentists that take Medicaid 
because of the low reimbursement 
rate,” he said. “It works differently 
for dentists than it does for doctors. 
A dentist might only see about one- 
third of what the cost (of treatment) 
would be to a patient Often times 
for a dentist it’s just not cost-effec¬ 
tive (to accept Medicaid).” 

A report released by the sur¬ 
geon general indicated that 108 
million people are without dental 
insurance - and uninsured chil¬ 
dren are two times as likely to 
receive dental care than insured 
childrea 

The Mobile Dental Unit makes 
anywhere from three to five visits a 


week to schools with Headstart 
programs in Wayne County 
(excluding Detroit, because the city 
has its own health department). 
Typically, the dentist and two assis¬ 
tants, Karen Dolecki and Barbara 
Boyer, will see about 30 children 
during a day-long visit, Repasky 
said. 

The van will also travel to spe¬ 
cial events in Wayne County, 
Repasky said. The health depart¬ 
ment maintains dental records. 

Each student receives a dental 
exam, which Repasky calls “count¬ 
ing their teeth,” a cleaning and a 
fluoride treatment. The fluoride 
treatment some in three flavors - 
grape, raspberry and bubblegum, 
the overwhelming favorite among 
the 3-year-old set 

Because a trip to the Mobile 
Dental Unit is often times a child’s 
first trip to the dentist, Repasky 
makes special pains to ensure it’s a 
good experience. He explains to 
each child exactly what will hap¬ 
pen at every stage of treatment, 
and gives them some control by let¬ 
ting them hold dental instruments. 
Dolecki said this helps demystify 
the some fears among the young 
patients. 

“Sometimes, the children will 
be scared at first, but will eventual¬ 


ly relax. It definitely helps to 
include them as much as possible.” 

If the child has a cavity or other 
dental issue, the dentist has the 
child’s parents follow up at one of 
the Health Department three local 
offices. The most common problem 
Repasky sees in his travels is baby- 
bottle tooth decay — a problem 
that occurs when parents let chil¬ 
dren drink juice out of a bottle 
after age 1. 

The “mobile” part of the dental 
unit makes it very convenient for 
schools with Headstart programs 
to meet the state-mandated 
requirement of providing one den¬ 
tal visit a year for students. 

“There are other mobile dental 
units in town, but we like (Repasky 
and his staff) the best because they 
seem to have way with the chil¬ 


dren,” said Diane Hellenga, the 
Headstart health and nutrition 
coordinator at Stottlemeyer 
Elementary School. 

“Because of the kids’ ages, this 
is likely their first trip to the den¬ 
tist There is some fear involved, 
but you should see how calm the 
kids are (when they’re in Repasky’s 
care).” 

Repasky said the most impor¬ 
tant aspect of the Mobile Dental 
Unit besides providing dental care 
to children who might not other¬ 
wise see a dentist is helping the 
children relate to a dentist in a way 
not based on fear. 

“It’s really important early on to 
establish the importance of dental 
care early on,” he said. “It creates 
the foundation for dental care later
